equality ol ilieir former slaves. 
It was 


the bitterest pill they had to swallow 
a§ a result of the war. 
Tor a while 


they were unable to help theai-eU'es. 
but their natural aggressiveness came 
to their aid, and it became a pleasure 
to plaa ways and means to render the 
negro vote a nullity. In nearly all the 
Southern States this was at first accom- 
plished by the Ku-Klux Klan, and 
the huge volumes of Congressional re- 
ports on that subject afford a very faint 
idea of the terror and dismay wrought 
among the wretched blacks by 
the 


masked horsemen who rode to and fro, 
scaring tho negro voters Irora the polls, 
and making them afraid to call their 
souls their own. 


The K. K. K. was succeeded by 


the regular bull dozer, as h3 "has since 
appeared and put in his work in Mis- 
sissippi and Louisiana. 
But the time 


of hi.s usefulness also is past, and there 
hive for months been indications that 
a new policy has been inaugurated and

Th's 
policy is, by legislative enact- 


ment, bo to hedge about and limit the 
freedom of the colored voter that in 
effect the colored vote will be reduced 
and what there is of it will always be 
under tho thumb of the Democracy. 
Though thi§ plan would appear useless 
in such States as Alabama, Georgia 
and Texas, since in these as in the 
rest, except South Carolina and Louis- 
iana, the Democrats have their own 
Returning Boards, yet there is good 
reason to believe it is to be put in 
practice in all alike. 


Ilints of it are given by unguarded 


acts of the Legislatures, such as bills 
introduced making 
disfranchiscment 


the penalty for petty larceny, or any 
other crime against property ; acts pro- 
viding an educational qualification be- 
fore the privilege of the franchise will 
be allowed, and laws providing that the 
possession of a certain amount of prop- 
erty shall be a necessary qualification 
for citizenship. 
'While these bills are 


apparently innocent on their faces, and 
of course make no specific mention of 
the negroes, their interpretation points 
directly at tho blacks, and these alone 
will bo affected by their passage. 
The 


object, more or less directly, is, of 
course, to disfranchise the colored vo 
ters, and thera is too much reason to 
fear it may be successful. 
It can not 


be universally eo ; but if enough of 
the negroes can ba rendeied ineligible 
to prevent all danger of Republicanism 
over 
being again successful in any 


Southern State, the object will have 
been accomplished.
